That which they 
were ſo apt: to: be offended with, when they 
heard it 3 He made 'them hear i it. , that they 
might not be offended, when it cameo pals. 
Theſe things have 1 ſpoken fo you, ( faith he) 
to the end that ye ſhould not be offended ; that 
you ſhould not be ſcandalized , nor deterred 
from my Service, by any thing that I am to 
tuffer. Nay more ; What you ſhall ſee done 
m Me, will likewife be done in You. As I 


am; rejedted and put to Death, ſo ſhall You 


be, and that for Righteouſneſs ſake. They 
which now begin their Work with Me, ſhall 
deal likewife with You when I am gone. 

The time comes; and thus it will be, till

inſiſted; much- leſs- upon the Law , than-upon 
the Traditions. Yea they called heir Tradi- 
tions, the Law, as- you have heard ; and con- 
tended tor them, as being Eſlential to Religion. 

Saith the Apoſile, I proficed in the Fews Religion 
above many of my Equals in my own Nation, be- 
inz more. exccedingly. Lealons. for the Traditions 
of my Fathers. 

So we have found ont the Caule of. thi- 
Carriage that follows. The Jews Cauſe was, 
the Defence of their Traditions. 

Their Carriage it ſelf was, Firſt, to Ds: 
municate ; and Secondly, to. Kill, thoſe that 
convinced then out of the Written wW Forde of 
God. 

Since their Religion. was founded, not ©: 
Scripture, but. Tradition, in thofe Pains that 
were in Controveriie betwecn. them. and- the 


 Difciples; The UCiſciples not owning, but con- 


demning thoſe Traditions ,. they lookt Upan 
them as Men of Another Religion, that 35; both 
as Heretics, and Schilmatics. And as-{uch; They 
put them. ont of their Synagozues, they caft them 
out of the. Church ,. they cut. them off. by. the 
Sentence of Excommunication. 

Even while our Saviour lived, they had: agreed 


among. 


'S; 
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among themelves, that whoſoreur confiſſd i bin 
foul be turned ont of the S ynagogne, Joh. 9.2 
According to this Agrcement , when -oac 
1 born blind, "being cured by our Saviour, COn- 
by tcfled him 3; and 'maintained it, 'that he that 
cured him. conld be no' other but a Propnct 
ſcat from\God: They were fo moved at this 
Confeſſion, and ſo tnraged at him that had re- 
ceived his Sight, (the more inraged, becauſe 
the matter was ſo evident ) that, 'not knowing 
how at thac time to revenge th: -mſelves othet- 
wile, ( for the People took Chriſt for a Pro- 
phet, therefore they durft not 'meddle wich 
Him 3) they fell upoh the Poor Man, they took 
Occaſion :gainſt him to turn him out of the 
Synagogue, Fohn 9. 34- 

And the Matter was {o notorious, that fome 
that did believe in Chriſt, yet durſt not-con- 
fels him, Fohn 12 4. They knew they-ought ; 
bat they durſt not, for fear of being turned-onr 
of the Synagogue. 

*'Tis known to them 'that are converfant ® 
the Writings of the Jews , that whenlſoever 
they had any cut off by their Cenſures, it was 
their way to expoſe them with Contumelious 
Names. They called them mr, and bw 
that js, Heretics, and Schifmarics. 


Secondly, 
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Secondly, Whom.they; caſt out tor a blere- 


tic, or a Schilmatic, they, Toakt upon him as not 
worthy to live. When St. Paul diſcovered 
himſelf to be a Chriſtian: they threw: off cheir 
Clothes, they threw Duſt into the Air, they 
cried;. Away with ſuch a:Fellam from the Earth, 
for it-s. not fit that be ſhould live, Ads 22.23. 
They would bave ſtoned him, if they durſt ; 
but that the Roman Governour was preſent, as 


you read there ;. Verſ. 34. By ſaying, 1 hat he 


ought not . to live; their meaning was, That it - 


was a good deed-:ito-fall him; which was the 


uſual Effect of their totaF and final Excommu- - 


nication. 

The Effe& of it was Killing ; with thoſe 
horrible Circumſtances, that, whereas. he that 
was killed was-judged an Enemy of God, he 
that killed him. was conſidered as having done 
God a great piece of Service : which made 
this much: different: from any other kind of 


Death. He that killed a Man otherwiſe, knew - 


he did Murther. He that killed him for God's 


fake, lookt upon it as a Sacrifice : So far from 


being an Offence againſt God , that it rather 
made amends for all kts other OGades- 

And whereas he that ordinarily kills a Man, 
ſocks 5 nothing more bunt to be-rid of him as ſoon

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as he can :- and therefore:makes haſte to =_ 


him: out-of his Pain 3 [Thoſe that pur Men to

Elſe, poſlibly tor Haſte, or for Concealment, 
or the ike, whenithey could not intend thoſe 
more exquili ite Cruelties ; and ſo-in thoſe caſes 
where the Sanhedrim had no power ; there-tliey 

| Were 
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were Tor deſtroying by Aſfaſſinationz as you 
read, AGs 23. 12: When St./ Paul 'was fo pro- 

rected by the Magiſtrate, that they could not 
come at him in a:Legal Judicial way ;- then 
they reſolved to Afaſſinate him: They bound 
themſelves under a Curſe , that they would 
neither eat nor drink: till they had killed Paul. 
And they 'were more: than forty of the Jews 
that chad made this Conſpiracy: Thoſe. wete 
of the Cannite, or-Zealots, (as they called them(;) 
Men that took upon them the Cauſe: of :God, 

to avenge him of his Enemies; whether it-were 
to kill 'any ft fi ngle Perſon; or a Family, or x'Na- 
tion if they were' able to compaſs-it..- They 
ſtuck at nothing that;ſtood in. the way: of their 
bloody and barbarous Sect, difguiſed:underthe 
mild and ſacred Name of Religion. hy. 

I ſhall not ſhew, nor will it be greatly mate-

Saint Auſtin ſays, No; inihis Book Corn- 


tra'{iteras Petilinnz. For, {aithihe, They do 


not uſe Excommunication ; nor, when they 


kill , do they think that they do God good 
"EM What then ? Could it be {aid of the 
Jews m after-times 2 Much Tels : For the 
verze un no condition to-kill. They have becn 
killed, 


 by- Mercileſs Chriſtians. 
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killed, in every Ape ; ; both by Heathens, and 
But for them to kill 
Chriſtians, it hath not been 1n their Power at 
any time fince the Deſtrution of Fernuſalen. 

Of whom then are we to underſtand this ? 
If not of Gentiles, nor of Jews, 'tis ſurdy 
meant of {ome kind of Chriſtians in Future 
Ages. So the ſame Saint Auſtin doth under- 
ſtand it in his Book Contra Epeftolame Gandentis. 
This, he ſays, is to be underſtood of Heretical 
Chriſtians. They will be ready to kill the Orr 
thodox Chriſtians, whenſoever they have them 
in their Power. 

But how ſhall we know who ate Herefics ? 
We know who they are, that are giveri to Kill, 
among: Chriſtians, upon the accont of Reli- 
gion. I dare appeal to themſelves in the Ro- 
man Church ; whether any, but themſclves, 
either Teach , or Praftice this : amornig Citi. 
{tians at this preſent Day. | 

Firſt, 1. am fare, for the Cauſe which theſe 
Jews had, they allo have ir. They have the 
ſame Zeal, that thoſe Jews had. for Unwritten 
Traditions. And as the Jews called theirs by 
the Name of the Law, fo the Pariſts make bull 
to call theirs The Un written Ford of God : &b 
they call it expreſly in the fourth Seffion of 

= Up the 
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the. Council ;of Trent. All that: which they 


chiefly contend for, is wholly founded on their 
Unwritten Traditions. 


Run through all choſe Points that they have 
added co the true Chriſtian Faith. What Pre- 
rence, or what Colour have they for the proof 
of them ? For many, they do not fo much as 

Yretend a word of Ecripture. For ſome the 
do : Bur, God knows, very wretchedly and 
abſurdly. For every one of them , the true 
Bottom 1 £ nothing elſe but Unwritten Tradi- 
tion. 


Fthere any thing elle for ſeven Sacraments 
of: Chriſts TIoſtitution 2 For their Picturing of 
God the Father, and of the Trinity ? For their 
Worſhipping Images? For their Denying the 
Cup to their I aity ? For their Doctrine of 
Purgatory, 2., For, their Indulgences, - and the 
like ? "The learned Writers among, them. do 
acknowledge, Fern witle they  maintatn theſe. 
Fraditions ,' while they endeavour , to prove 
them, that there is no Proof for theſe out of 
Scripture. For all the rcſt of their Doftrines, 


they may have ſome Colour; but they have no 


manner of Proof for any of them, but whiac the 
[ik had againſt Chriſt himſelf : 3 andas Chriſt

convinced. Fo: _. {o Our way ,t0; convince 
Fir. 1s; by Scripture. 
at what Return have we for it? Firſt, Ex- 
Wlnmadar=/4c , to be ſure. Let any among 
themliclves argue any thing againſt their Tra- 
dition; Let him offer to name Scripture againſt 
It ; Nay, let him own his right to read Scrip- 
cure ; *tis enough to bring him under the Scn- 
tence of Excommunication. | 
As for us that do all this, we are cut off 
from their Church at one ſtroke. We are Ex- 
communicated in a heap. We are Anathema- 
tized, i in Bulla Cene by his Holineſs, in Paſſion 
\Veek. *'Fis his Charity to us, at thoſe thmes, 


when- he moſt folemaly Lakes himſelf to re- 


member the Death of Chriſt in that Sacra- 
menr: | 

And being ſo Renal and Accur- 
Hed by him, as weare ; you AF 5 not wonder 
at the Names which they are pleaſed to give 
us. - They call us Heretics, and Schilmatics, 1n 


their modeſt Appellations : Yea In idels , and 
Arheilts, whenſoever they pleaſe. And whe-. 


ther they do.not treat us like ſuch, tat Comes 
1ext to be confidered. |

know they do much worle. Except at: rhe 
ficlk 
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firſt Conquering of the Indies, when the Spa- 
nia, ds killed ſome Millions, I fay Millions, of 
that poor miſerable People ; Except that time, 
they have dealt more favourably, always, with 
Heathens than with us. They kill noi:e, uſu- 
ally, where they are Maſters, but only Here- 
tics. And they killed not even thoſe, as they 
do Heretics in thoſe Countries which are whol- 
ly under the Dominion of Popery. As name- 
oe in Spain, and in [taly, in thoſe Parts where 

ey have the Inquiſition. Wholoever, there, 
ſj rel with. Scripture againſt their Traditions, 
1s no ſooner diſcovered , but hurried away to 
Priſon ; where no Fr tend is {uffered to come at 
him, no Relief to come near him, no Hope of 
better in this World. All which, taken toge- 
ther, make it Hell upon Earth ;, and the ra- 
ther, for from thence there is =o Redemption. 
Well be may ſcape by Dying there : Bur if 
ever he comes forth, *ris to be burnt. 

If one dies there in the Popes Slatighter- 
Houſe ; or if one ſcape coming thither, (which 
is impoſſible, but by not being diſcovered) if 
he be diſcovered after death, they will not al- 
iow him Burial. Or if he be buried firſt, then 
they dig up his Body to be burnt.

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© that whether one dies in their hands, ar 
no; 'tis all one, he muſt be burnt. There is 
only this difference : He that dies in'their hands, 
his Body 1s not buried, bur burnt, He that 
was buried before he was diſcovered, he is 
digged up to be burnt as ſoon as he is diſco- 
_ , though it be twenty or ferty years 
after. 


I could give many undeniable Inſtances of 
all that which I have ſaid in this matter. Few 
Inſtances can be given to the contrary, in Spaire, 
or in Italy, m thoſe parts which are under the 
Inquiſition. 


IF it is not {o in any other Country, yet it 
was ſo, even there, when it was under the full 
Dominion 'of Popery. As for inſtance; in 
France , a little moxe than a hundred years 
fince. In our Kings Dominions, about a þug- 
dred and twenty years ſince. In the Low- 
Conntries, (as Grotizs tells us in the firſt Book 
of his Annals) a hundred 'thouſand Men and 
Women had ſuffered thus , before ever Sword 
was drawn agatnſt the Sparmſh Government.

When ſi nce the time 
that it came to be a Practice of their Church, 
that all whom they accounted Heretics ſhould 
be burnt ; ( that 1s ſince about the year 1200, 
tor then it began ) it hath been Eſtabhſhed by 
their Laws both Eccleſiaſtical and Civil; -It 
hath been approved by, and aQted in, their 
Getieral Councils ; It has been taught by their 
Dodors and Writers ; [t hath been Enacted, 
and Profecuted, and Excel, every thing by 
the Pope : whoſe very Throne | 15 Fitabliſhed, 
whoſe Greatneſs has been built, the F oundati: 
ons of it Taid, in the Bodies, and the Walls ce- 
mented (as I may ſay) with the Blood of Or- 


thodox and Innocent Chriſtians. 


Where they have not Power to do this, nd 
the colour of [ aw ; where the Government 
hath been againſt them, or where it hath been 


weakly on their {ide ; There they have found 


_ other ways to do the ſame thing ; by Private 


Murther; 'by Fublic Affaſſination ; by Open 
Rebellion ; by ſuch Barbarons ways as I ſhould 


- Not - mention, - for- fear of being accounted a 


Slanderer,

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Slanderer, but that they are notoriouſly known 
to all the World. And in All theſe ways,there's 
none like them, for Cruelty, among Chriſtians. 

There were indeed Aſſaſſmes among the Hea- 
then Saracers 3 There are Dernices among the 
Turks, and Saids among the Moors ; Single Per- 
ſons, or Orders of Men, that are bloody enough 
in other ©fcCts : But for a whole Sch to be led 
by its Principles, nay even Obliged to ſhed 
Blood , F know none like theſe Fraditionary 
Chriſtians. The Jews in the Apoſtles time, to 
Them, were but Children ; Their Zealots, not 
to be mentioned with the Jeſuztes, the Canmites 
of the Popiſh Religion. 

They have the {ame Zeal, that thoſe had, 
for their Traditions 3 the ſame Diligence to 
make Proſelytes; the ſame Cruelty to ſhed 
Blood. Only what thoſe ated upon the 
ſmall Stage of One Country, thete do through- 
out the whole World, whereloever they dare, 
and have opportunity: to do it : Whether it 
is to be done, by Private Murther, or by Open 
War ; Whether by a Foreign Sword, or by 
the Civil; Whether at be upon Subjects, or 
upon Princes. And .in ths Jaſt thing indeed, 
they Ont-do the Turks , and the Jews , and 

D all 
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all other ; That they ſpare not their own Prin- 
ces, where they may hope to advantage their 
C aſe by it. 


For the Foreign Sword , they hold it not 
only Lawful, but Neceſſary, to be drawn up- 
on the meer account of Religion. There is 
no Kingdom in our Exropean World, but 
the Pope hath given 1t away upon the ac- 
count of Religion ; No Country but He has 
made an Aceldama upon the account of Re- 
ligion. 


His giving Kingdoms indeed, hath been, like 
the Devil's offering them to Chriſt ; upon 
Condition, that they to whom he gives them 
ſhall fall down and Worſhip him. As the De- 
vil offered Alf, ſo the Pope hath given Ma- 
ny ; though they are none. of His Own ; 
Though He had no more Titletro any Qne of 
them ; than the Devil himſelf has to All 
Kingdoms | 


Tye Empire he bath! given away more than 
once ; France many a time over; Enzland 
many and many a time, . to thole that would 
Conquer them. And for fear that Prize ſhould 

be 
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| be too little , he hath given them-Heaven in- 
to the Bargain: -. He hath Commanded them 
to Conquer thole Kingdoms: ; and that, for the 
Remiſlton of their S1ns. 


Thus he 'gave. Navarre to the. Spaniard ; 
who both Conquered it , and holds 1t to this 
Day, under no other Original T itle but of the 
Popes Gift ; and that founded upon No' other 
Right the Pope had to it , but what he hath 
to All. Kingdoms. 3 340 [17 C200 afe'? 


' He knows little of our Story that knows 
not how ' he hath plaid with the Kingdoms ot 
England and Ireland : Sometimes exciting the 
Foreign Sword ; ſometimes ſtirring up Princes 
againſt their cubiedds ; ; ſometimes Arming the 
Subjects againſt their Prince ; ſometimes com- 
manding them, and ſometimes hiring them, 
either to Rebellion, or to-Afaflination. And 
in this they excced the Turks, and all others; 
who do bloody things otherwiſe, but not to 
their own Princes ; at leaſt, not upon the ac- 
count of Religion : But to Kill Kings meerly 
for Religion, I know not one Inſtance where 
It was ever done; but for Poper) Y. 
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"Nox to inſiſt upon old Stories. - W thin this 
Jaſt hundred years, there have been Tw '0Rings 
of France Stabb'd by their own Popiſh Sub- 
jects, but for. Favouring the Proteſtant Reli- 
g10N :; | Henry the Third in our Queen Eliza- 
beth's., and Henry the Fourth in King Jane's $ 
tame. /; 


For thofe Princes theinfatted, Queen Ebza- 
beth's Life was attempted many times. .She 
was never out of Danger after the truſt {Eleven 
years of her Reign ; Though all that time ſhe 
had not put One to Neath of chat Religion. 
Afterwards indeed ſhe did put ſome of them 
to Death, to ſecare her own Life. And 
knowing it was C hiefly ſought by their Prieſts, 
ſhe forbad them to come into her Kingdoms. 
And'for coming in ſpite of her, ſhe did ſome- 
tithes put to Death ſome few of them ; whom 
fhe had cauſe ro jndge faulty otherwiſe. But 
this Rule ſhe obſerv'd, She never put any One 
fo Death, that would declare under his Hand, 
That the Pope had no Power to take away 
her Life and her Kingdoms. 


When King Taves came in after her, He 
even Studied to oblige them. He treated hems 
with 
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with all poſlible Indulp rence. He could not 
preſently take away the Laws 3 but he put 
none 1n Execution againſt them. - He never 
touched, either the Perſon, or the Purſe, of 
any: of thoſe whom, they call Catholicks. He 
forgave all that was, in Arcrear from them to 
Queen Elizabeth.

. | He Honoured all alike with Advance- 
ment and Favour. He Knighted Many of
